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AFFIDAVIT 

I, Jonathan C, Kniglit, am a Detective with the Springdule Police Department in Springdalc, 
Arkansas presently assigned to the Immigration Criminal Apprehension Task Force for the United 
States Immigration and Customs Enibrcenient. T have been so employed for approximately three 
months. 

On or about October 22, 2007 at approximately 0840 hours I conducted a knock and talk 
at a residence located at XXXX XXXXXXX XXXXXX in SpringdalCj Arkansas. The purpose 
of the knock and talk was to locate a subject suspected to be an associate of the Acambaro 
Mexican Restaurant. 

Afler knocking on the door at the residence mentioned above, a male subject came to the 
door. I identified myself to the subject verbally and by showing him my credentials as a Detective 
with the Springdale Police Department. 1 then asked the subject if 1 could ask him a few 
questions, and he agreed. The subject indicated to me that his name was Gcrardo Patino-Rcycs 
DOB January XX, 1975, Patino-Reyes slated that he was a citi/en and national of Mexico, who 
lives and works in this country without permission from the United States, Pati no- Reyes, was 
subsequently arrested for violation of Title 8, United States Code, Section 1 1S2 and transported 
to the ICE Office in Fayette vi He, Arkansas. 

At that time I questioned Patino-Rcycs to obtain his biographical information. Detective 
Bohannan of the Springdale Police Department advised Patino-Reyes of his Miranda Rights. 
Patino-Rcycs invoked his right to an attorney and refused to cooperate in the investigation. 
Patino-Reyes was also advised of his administrative rights via Form 1-826 to include his right to 
contact the Mexican Consulate. 

Patino-Reyes was then processed for removal from the United States, which includes 
entering his fingerprint impressions into the Depailment of Homeland Security (DllS) 
EN FORCE/I DENT/1 APIS systems. These systems quickly alerted that the fingerprint 
impressions submitted were assigned to a subject identified as RAUL llERNANDbZ- 
CAMARRILLO, DOB January XX, 1970 also known as Gerardo Patino and Fingerprinl 
Identification Nuinber 3157474. The Fingerprinl Identili cation Number correspond to alien 
registration number with the last three digits 249 assigned to RAUL llERNANDLZ- 
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CAMARRILLO previously removed from the United States on May 12, 1999, The return on the 
lingtitprinl impressions also produced a picture of RAUL HERNDANDEZ-CAMARRILLO. 
rhe picture was compared and the subject was positively identified as RAUL HERNDANDEZ- 
CAMARRILLO. 

On October 30, 2007 I received and reviewed the alien registration file with the last three 
digits 249 assigned to HERNANDEZ-CAMARRILLQ. The review produced no evidence that he 
had applied for or received permission from either the Secretary of the Department of Momejand 
Security or the Attorney General of the United States to re-enter the United States after his 
removaK 

rhe apparent violation of Title 8, United States Code, Section 1326(a), Title 6, United 
States Code, Section 202(3) and (4) and Title 6, United States Code, Section 557 
occurred when HERNANDEZ-CAMARRILLO who had bcctij arrested and deported, and 
thereafter was found in the United States of America with in the Western District of Arkansas, not 
having obtained e?cpress consent of the Attorney General of the United States or the Secretary of the 
Department of Homeland Security to reapply for admission.
